EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 35-38 and 43-44 are allowed. 

3. Regarding claim 35, the prior art does not teach or make obvious the use of 

• means for controlling the plurality of pump lights to adjust a wavelength- 
dependent loss characteristic of the optical fiber so as to maintain a level 
deviation between signals of the wavelength division multiplexed optical 
signal light. 

within the context of claim 35 taken as a whole. 

4. Regarding claim 37, the prior art does not teach or make obvious the use of 

• means for wavelength-dependent amplifying the wavelength division multiplex 
optical signal with at least one of the plurality of pump lights and an EDFA 
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connected in series witli tlie optical fiber so as to maintain a level deviation 
between signals of the wavelength division multiplexed optical signal light, 
within the context of claim 37 taken as a whole. 

5. The "means for controlling" in claim 35 is mapped to item #4 in figures 4 and 5. 
Description of its operation can be found in the specification on pages 30-32 and the 
first paragraph of page 34. 

6. The "means for wavelength-dependent amplifying" in claim 37 is mapped to 
amplifying fiber #2 throughout the figures. Description of its operation can be found 
throughout the specification.
